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Has a mistake of mysterious origin 
made a WIP seem like Mission 
Impossible? Here’s a sampling of 
what can go wrong—and ways 
to Get Smart and make them right. 


{Fyou can distract her long enough, rummage 
through a friend’s closet. Dig down. Deeper. There 
it is: an unfinished knitting project, needles still in 
it. Look again and you'll spot the mistake—the 
hole or the ladder or the misshapen sleeve—that 
caused the whole thing to be abandoned. 

Nothing is more frustrating than finding a mis- 
fakesimpyour project—except, perhaps, not knowing 
OW to fix it. Fear not. Knitting isn’t racecar driving; 
your mistakes don’t happen at high speed. Here 
are a few problems everyone, from beginner 
to advanced, encounters at one time or another. 
Incomplete stitches. You wrapped the 
yarn around the needle but didn’t pull it through 
the stitch to make a new one. Beginning knitters 
are prone to making this error because they 
don't yet recognize what correct stitches look and 
feel like. You can fix it easily on the next row 


by pulling the extra yarn through the loop to re-form 
the stitch as shown in the illustration. 

Malformed stitches. You made the stitch 
incorrectly by: splitting it (you knit into only some 
of the plies of yarn); twisting it (you knit into the 
wrong side of the stitch, causing it to twist); purling 
instead of knitting. 

A split stitch usually has a ply of the yarn dan- 
gling free like an extra stitch. Catch this early or you 
may accidentally knit this ply as an extra stitch and 
compound the error. An untwisted stitch lies on the 
needle with the left half of the stitch behind the 
needle and the right in front. If it lies the other way 
and you are knitting normally, you'll twist the stitch 
when you knit it. An untwisted knit stitch looks like 
a small V; a twisted stitch looks like a small X. In 
some patterns it’s barely noticeable, but in stock- 
inette stitch, a single twisted stitch sticks out like a 
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An incomplete knit or purl 
stitch is one where the yarn 
is wrapped around the needle 
but not pulled through the 
stitch, The illustration above 
shows an incomplete stitch 
from the previous row.

A stray 
knit or purl stitch on the wrong side will also stick out. 
All of these problems are fixed pretty much the 
same way. If you catch the mistake a few stitches 
afterwards, unknit back to the incorrect stitch 
and remake it. If you’ve gone farther, each can be 
fixed on the next row by correctly re-forming it. 
If several stitches are wrong, it’s better to rip back. 
‘Twisted stitches don’t even have to be re-formed; 
just knit into the back of the stitch to untwist them. 
If you haven't caught the mistake until several 
rows later, you can still fix it. Work your pattern to 
the problem stitch and drop that off the needle. 
Carefully undo each stitch in the vertical column, 


on the left needle, making 
sure it’s not backward.

There is 
a quick and dirty fudge if you catch this in the first 
round or two: At the beginning of the round, align 
the knitted tube correctly—the running threads 
between the last and first stitches of the round will 
become twisted instead. Continue knitting and 
neaten that small area with the yarn tail when darn- 
ing it in. If you notice the twist after a few rounds of 
knitting, there is nothing you can do but rip it out. 
Mistakes in cables or lace. If you forgot 
a yarn-over in a lace pattern, fix it on the next row 
by knitting into the “running” thread between the 
stitches forming the same sort of hole. You can even 
do this a row or two later (you'll need to ladder up 
the stitch produced); after that it becomes difficult. 
You can fix a crossed cable or section of lace done 
incorrectly with patience and double-pointed needles. 
Determine exactly which section is wrong. Work 
your knitting to that section, then drop the affected 
stitches off the needle and ladder those stitches 
down until the mistake is removed. Place the live 
stitches on a double-pointed needle (use the same 
size as your project needles). With a second dpn 
and using each ladder one at a time (be careful 
to use them in the correct order and not to skip 
any), re-knit the stitch pattern correctly.

Running out of yarn. The Mother of All 
Screwups. You're halfway down the last sleeve and 
your LYS no longer has the yarn. When the hysteria 
subsides, start by doing an Internet search. Contact 
any store that mentions the yarn. Post an APB to 
online knitting groups. If you turn up the same yarn 
but a different dye lot, grab it anyway. Use the 
different dye lot for cuffs and borders; if you have to 
mix dye lots in the main area, work two rows each 
of the old dye lot and the new for a while to cam- 
ouflage any potential color discrepancy. 

If nothing turns up, use it as an opportunity to 
redesign. Make the garment with shorter sleeves or 
sleeveless, or with a crew neck instead of a cowl. 
Choose a contrasting color as a stripe or border. 
The % &*$1! thing doesn’t fit! The 
only mistake that’s worse than running out of yarn. 
Take a deep breath: You may need to rip. Regard it 
as necessary to achieve a perfect-fitting garment; 
tell yourself that the hours spent reknitting will 
reward you with a sweater you can wear proudly for 
years to come. Crying towels will be provided. 

Some fit issues don’t require ripping. If the gar-

Work in k1, 
ppl rib for 412"/11.5m, Next (dec) md *Ké, sI 1, K2tog, psso; rep from * 
to end—48 sts. Cont in k1, pt rib for 10°/25.5em. Bind off in rib 


FINISH THE SWEATER
